Interview With R. 
Wonderful 


Mr. R.S. Gallop, a well known mining 
man and timber merchant of Winder- 
mere, B. C., returned from Victoria 
yesterday, where he had been in con- 
nection with eome land deale in the in- 
terior. He ie spending a short time 
with friends in the city prior to retura- 
ing to the interior. 

Incidentally Mr. Gallop ie quietly 
making arrangemente for the develop: 
tment early in the spring ot a large body 
of copper ore, which le located last fall 
on eome claims he staked on Horse 
Thief Creek in the Columbia Valley 
Mr. Gallop has been mining and pros. 
pecting for many yeare, and claims to 
know a good thing in the way of a 
mineral proposition when he secs ite 
And he certainly believes he nas one 
fn this case. The outcrop, he says, 
ehows a solid body of ore eight feet 
in one place, while in eeveral other 
places only a few yards away there are 
outvroppings three, four and five feet 
wide. He believes they are all con- 
nected and belong to one massive ore 
deposit, which, from the eamples he 
brought back with him after bis dis- 
covery on the claims, gives promise of 
being very high-grade copper and gold 
ore. 

Looks for a Boom. 

Pe soon as the snow ges in the 
epring Mr. Gallop intends to put a 
furce of nen at work developing this 
ore body and packing in supplies to 
ertablieh a permanent camp. He states 
that owing to the high price of copper 
and the returning confidence of invee 
tors in legitimate mining enterprises, 
especially in the Columbia and Koot 
enay districts he expects to see another 
mining boom in the interior of British 
Columbia within the next two years. 

Mr. Gallop ie very enthusiastic about 
the little known but rich poseibilitice 
of the Columbia and Kootenay Valley 
lands. In response to a request by « 
Province representative for information 
abuut these lands Mr. Gallop eaid: 

**Alung the upper Culumbia and Koot 
enay Rivers, between Golden on the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific Rail 
way and Cranbrouk on the Crow's Nest, 
we have a valley a hundred and sixty 
miles long and from three to eight mile- 
wide. [tis similar in topography tothe 
Thompson aod Okanagan valleys, with 
a milder and even more desireable 
climate. The land compares favorably 
with either valley mentioned, for griz- 
ing, farming or fruitgrowing, with the 
additional advantages of having large 
timbered areas and immense bodies o! 
eilver-lead, zinc snd copper ores, 

Good For Stockraising. 

“Farming and stockraising has been 
carried on in the valley by the few set- 
tlers in a disultory manner for a vumber 
of years, but during the last three or 
four quite a nuinber have etarted plant- 
ing small orchards with the most gratily- 
ing eu C8. Three yeara agoone wat 
planted about a hundred apple trees on 
Horse Thief creek, fourteen oiiles from 
the river, and last year they were loaded 
with fruit equal in quality to any raised 
in the province, and that small fruite 
will du equally well may be seen {row 
the fact that around the Columbia lakes 
we get three and four crops of wild straw- 
berries in one season, 

“Yes, itis quite common to get the 
third and fourth crop of strawberries 
there. Why onthe 22nd of November 
last fall we had etrawherry shortcake 
made from the fourth crop of berries. 

“The enowfail around the lakes during 
the laet seven years has been from three 
to six inches, and rarely remains longe 
than two or three weeks, Horses and

cattle range on the benches and river 
bottoms the year around. 
A Paradise for Sportsmen. 

“In regard both to large and emall 
game there ia no other epot on the con- 
tinent that can touch it. In the valley 
and on the mountains on either side you 
van get white and black tailed deer, 
goute, bear, moose, elk and bighorn 
sheep, and the river bottoms for ninety 
miles are one great duck pond swarming 
with waterfowl. The few tonrists who 
have visited the valley all agree that the 
world offers no finer scenery. That this 
beautiful vallev, without a peer either 
for the sporteman, tuurist homeseeker 
or investor, whether in mining, ranch- 
ing etuck-raising Or fruit-growing,should 
renain undeveloped and unsettled ie 
only on a par with the world’s blind- 
ners fur twenty years to the wealth of 
the great wheat fields of the Northwest. 

Lack of Traneportation Felt, 

“Though during the summer months 
we have steamboat connection from 
Windermere to Gulden, there ie no doubt 
that the lack of railway communication 
hae kept the valley in the dormant state 
it now enjors, and I have not the least 
doubt that if the Kuotenay Central Rail 
way builds this eeason, before it is half 
completed every foot of land will be 
taken up by homeseekers. Tourists will 
wonder why thie paradise was not cis- 
covered soouer, and our great ore bodies 
will pour a stream of wealth to the 
smelters that will attract investors from 
every part of the continent. 

Extensive Ore Belt. 

“The great mineral belt in which is 
located the St, Eugene and Sullivan 
groupe, the North Star and many others 
continues across the St. Mary's River, 
and tollowe the eastern slope of the 
Selkirks in a northerly direction, and 
parallel with the upper Columbia Val 
ley. This great ore zone, which is noted 
for the extent and permanence of its ore 
bodies, is crosscut by the many large 
streams flowing into the Columbia and 
Kootenay from the weet, notably among 
them being Toby and Horse Thiel 
creeks, pear Windermere, on which are 
located very many large bodies of prin 
cipally, or what we would call in British 
Columbia, medium-grade ore, the very 
properties must desirable from a mining 
mnan's point of view, and ones that prove 
the most permmanent, profitavle and the 
safeet investment for all concerned. As 
a rough estimate L would eay that the 
large ore bodier in the Windermere dis- 
trict would average from $10 to $60 per 
tun, though we have sume that will wun 


upin the hundreds, but they are the | 


exceptions, The valluys of the streams 
are much wider than those jn West 
Kootenay, and affurd a much easier 
accves to the mines either fur a wagon o1 
railway, . 

“The reason those mines are not being 
worked is due solely to the lack of rail- 
way transportation, There are many 
other streains besides the two mentioned 
from ten to forty miles long that are 
practically unexplored, all flowing into 
thie valley and having every evidence 
of being equally rich in timber and 
mineral, 

Lumbaring Matters Brisk, 

“Considerable lumbering is being done 
this eeasun both on the Columbia and 
Kootenay Rivers, and a few of athe 
more enterprising minere are develop- 
ing their claimson the different creeks 
along the valley. 

“Quite a number of new eettlera are 
coming in, and inquiries are being made 
reyarding the land, all on the expecta 
tion of the Kootenay Central Railway

Speaking of mining a big body of low 
grade ore recently Capt.Armetrong said: 
“I think I should be eatiefied if I can 
make only @1 a ton clear out of a big 
body of low grade ore and I think any 
one should. Take the Giant mine for 
instance. Supposing I could only make 
#1 a ton net out ofeveryton. All I need 
do ie take out 20 tone a day and I would 
have $20 aday, and that would satisfy 
me, for | know there is enough ore there 
to keep up that rate of shipping for long 
years after I have crossed the great 
divide. Ifaman has a great quantity 
of ore he shuuld be sativfied with small 
profite for it iesure, whereas a emall 
body of high grade ore is nut.” 


There should be money in this camp 
for ore buyers who will purchase ore on 
the dump at the mines and pack it out 
themselves. There are a number of 
properties here in the handsof men who 
can mine the ore but who have not the 
capital necessary to haul it out and wait 
for their pay until they yet the smelter 


returns. In some cases they would have 
to wait six months for returns, which 
makes it impossible fur them to make 
shippers of their properties no matter 
how enterprising they may be, and these 
mines must lie dormant uatil the rail- 


way reaches here.

Gontract given for 10 Miles 


To be Built by May Ist--Men, Teams and Outfits Have 
Already Arrived in Golden 


Contract For First 10 Miles Signed at Winnipeg. 
Winnipeg, March 20 —The Canadian Pacific Railway Company has closed a con-

tract with the British Columbia General Contract Company of Vancouver for the 


construction of the first section of ten miles of the Kootenay Centra! Railway. 


The new road, which will run directly south from Golden, will open up a large and 
rich district. The possibilities of this portion of the Kootenays as an agricultural 
district have never been seriously considered until the last few years. The mining 
industry has so completely occupied the attention of settlers that but little attention 
has been paid to farming. With the advent of the long-sought Kootenay Central Rail- 
road a great impetus will be given to this part of the valley a3 an agricultural and fruit. 
growing section. 


The Kootenay Central Railway will run from Golden in a southwesterly direction, 
following the valley of the Columbia River until the Fort Steele country is reached. 
The ultimate destination of the new railway will be Wardner, a new station on the 
Crow’s Nest Pass line between Cranbrook and Fernie. 

The contract of the first ten miles of construction, which must be completed by 
May 1, was signed here yesterday by Mr. William Whyte, general manager of the C. P. 
Rt. western lines, and Mr. George H Webster, manager of the British Columbia General 
Contract Company, whose offices are in Vancouver. 

Vancouver Despatch Says Work Will Be Rushed 

Vancouver, March 21.—The work on the Kootenay Central Railway for which the 
contract was given to the British Columbia Contract Co. of this city, will have to be 
started at once and rushed to completion. The stipulation, as stated on Tuesday, is 
that it must be completed by May 1, and as work cannot be started before the first of 
next month, it will mean that the ten miles will have to be done ina month. ‘4ie0. H. 
Webster, manager of the company, has not yet returned to this city, but it wus stated at 
his office this morning that a force of men and 59 teams will be put to work at once.
